JULES 
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VERNE 


Man Who Saw Marvels 


S$ a little boy, in 

his home on the 

Island of Feydeau near 

Nantes, France Jules 

Verne once dreamed 

that the island had been 

washed away by the sea. 

In his dream he saw 

' himself carried by the 

island to far off lands, and imagined that he 

stretched sails from the trees and, in that 

manner, traveled all over the oceans of the 

world. It was a prophetic dream, because 

that little boy grew up to write the books 

in which existed such wonders as the sub- 

marine, airplanes, and radio, all of which 

he wrote about before they came to be 
realities. 


He was born on February 8, 1828, the son 
of Pierre and Sophie Verne, His father was 
a well-to-do lawyer and-decided that Jules 
should enter his law office as soon as he was 
of age. Even then, however, the imaginative 
child had other ideas. Surrounded as he 
‘was by ships and sailors, and the cargoes 
of strange goods from far corners: of ‘the 
*- earth, young Jules came to love the sea. 
~. Although he never really became a sailor, 
~ his love for salt water and everything con- 
= nected with it persisted throughout his life, 
“and many of his stories and books were 
written about the-sea. 


When he was very young he ran away 
* from home and tried to join the crew of a 
<merchant vessel. One of the regular sailors 
of the ship, however, warned Jules’ father 
of his son’s intended ttip, and when the 
ship was just making ready to sail the father 
came aboard and removed Jules. After the 
subsequent whipping and a diet of bread 
and water for a time, the boy-told his par- 
‘ents that henceforward he would “travel 
~ only in his imagination.” We all know how 
~ well he did just that. 


At school young Verne was 

a@ leader in all the games. He 

* invented a new kind of stilts, 
and he was forever drawing 

|; fantastic pictures on the 
blacKboards to illustrate his 
ideas about machines and the 

_ inventions of the future. At 

* Latin and Greek he was a 
} failure, not because he was 

_ not intelligent, but simply 
| because he was not interested. 
- As soon as possible, after his 


forma) schooling was over he went to Paris 
where ‘he was supposed to study law and 
prepare to pass his bar examinations 


Actually he devoted most of his time to 
reading and going to the theatre. Soon he 
began trying to write, and though his early 
efforts received very little encouragement 
from his friends, and none at all from his 
family, he persisted. He made friends with 
the great Alexandre Dumas and from him 
learned much which was to be of value 
later. All during the year 1848 he remained 
in Paris, studying and working hard, and 
gradually achieving some degree of success, 
For a time, to please his father, he returned 
to-the study of law, but did not take any 
real interest in it. 


Gradually he came to understand that his 
talent lay in more unconventional fields, and 
he began turning out thousands of words 
about adventure in far off lands, where the 
explorers sailed through the air in balloons, 
or walked beneath the sea in diving suits, 
He was writing at the beginning of a scien- 
tific age, and he took care that his work 
should be as informative and accurate as 
possible 


Five Weeks in a Balloon was his first 
&reat success. For many weeks he labored 
on the manuscript, but when it was com- 
pleted he could not find a publisher to 
accept it. In a fit of temper Verne threw 
the bulky. sheaf of paper into the fireplace, 
but his wife rescued it before it could burn 
To make amends Verne promised to submit 
it to another publisher that very day. The 
book was accepted two weeks later by the 
firm of M, Hetzel who, for years to come, 
was to publish Verne’s books. 

Once having tasted success, Jules Verne 
worked feverishly for nine years. He wrote 
almost constantly, and when he was not 
writing he was traveling or making notes In 
1869 he finished Twenty Thousand Leagues 

Under the Sea, which he al- 
ways regarded as his best 
work, It appeared in 1870 
and his fame as a writer of 
scientific adventure tales was 
secure. 

There followed many years 
of writing and traveling, both 
of which were curtailed in 
later years because of deaf- 
ness and blindness, Death 
came at the age of 77, on the 
morning of March 24, 1905. 
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
